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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to claim 1, applicant argues that 
Apicella et al. (USPN 5,273,040, hereinafter Appicella) does not disclose establishing a local intensity variation [i(x,t)] from data values in 
successive data sets in correpsonding spatial positions. The examiner disagrees and indicates that Apicella's temporal difference yields 
a local intensity variation. The resulting dark line indicates the variation of intensity at corresponding spatial positions. The pixels 
belonging to the dark line indicate a change in intensity, whereas the pixels in the blank areas indicate no intensity change. Although the 
reference's use the term "intensity" is not necessary, Apicella's use of the term "dark" inherently indicates the evaluation of intensity. 

With respect to claim 3, the examiner withdraws the rejection. Claim 3 is objected to as dependent on a rejected claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

With respect to claim 10, applicant argues that Apicella does not teach localizing a plurality of regions of interest on the basis of a local 
intensity variation, wherein the local intensity variation in said regions of interest being in conformity with a predetermined property. The 
examiner disagrees and indicates that Apicella's temporal difference yields a local intensity variation of the plurality of ventricles, which 
are the regions of interest. The dark line forms around the plurality of ventricles (col. 4 lines 46-50).
